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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The U.S. Agency for International Development (USAID) supports environmental 
activities in developing countries as part of its greater development strategy. In order 
to carry out such activities, A.I.D. routinely awards contracts to independent 
Organizations for implementation of specific projects. This document analyzes 
currently available information to assess the level of involvement of Private Voluntary 
Organizations (PVO) and Non-Governmental Organizations (NGO) in USAID’s 
environmental program. | 


To do this analysis, a review of two of USAID’s reporting systems was made: the 
Environmental Database prepared in 1991 by International Computers and 
Telecommunications (ICT) for USAID’s Office of Forestry, Environment, and Natural 
Resources (FENR); and the Office of Procurement’s Contract Information Management 
System (CIMS). 


Using the ICT database to identify potential projects where PVO/NGO collaboration 
overlapped with environmental activities, a search was made of the CIMS database 
to indicate individual contracts for these projects. The information provided by these 
searches was then incorporated into the PVO/NGO Database, and forms the basis for 
this report. 


This report describes the contracts awarded to PVO/NGOs engaged in environmental 
activities. Contracts with environmental components awarded to non-PVO/NGOs are 
also included to the extent that these organizations overlap with the PVO/NGOs on 
the projects for which information was requested. 


A total of 83 projects were identified in the ICT database with both environmental 
activities and PVO/NGO collaboration. Of these, 47 actually showed up in the CIMS 
search. Of the 47, 26 were clearly in the environmental sector and within these 26 
there were a total of 137 projects with $37.1 million awarded. These 26 were 
entered into the PVO/NGO Database. Of the 26 projects and 137 contracts, there 
were 15 projects and 69 contracts that have both environmental activities and 
PVO/NGO participation. The total awarded on these 69 contracts was $23.7 million 
in the years 1983 to 1991. 


Contract activities reported from the CIMS search represent only a small fraction of 
the total environmental sector of USAID. By comparison, total obligations by USAID 
to the environment were $411 million on 354 projects in 1990 alone, according to the 
ICT report. Of these projects, 173 had forestry components and obligations of $108 
million; 126 had biological diversity components and obligations of $58 million. 


On the basis of the available information, 54 firms were awarded environmental 
contracts. Of these, 23 are PVO/NGOs. Four PVO/NGO firms, CARE, Pan-American 


Development Foundation, World Resources Institute, and World Wildlife Fund, 
accounted for. half of the total amount awarded. The average contract award is 
$173,000, while the largest individual award is $1.9 million. The greatest award to 
a non-profit, government-affiliated firm is to the University of Rhode Island, with $3.1 
million. For-profit firms are not well represented because the search was focussed on 
PVO/NGOs. Energy Development International had the largest award of the for-profits 
($980,000). 


The Africa Bureau (AFR) and the centrally funded projects accounted for 67% ($25.3 | 
million) of the total awards and 61% ($14.5 million) of the PYVO/NGO awards. Haiti 
had the greatest PVO/NGO funds awarded of any individual country, at $4.2 million. 
The centrally funded Office of Private and Voluntary Cooperation (FVA/PVC) had $4.1 
million, and Africa Regional projects had $4.8 million. The Latin America and 
Caribbean Bureau (LAC) accounted for 19% ($4.4 million) of the PYVO/NGO contracts; 
Asia and Private Enterprise (APRE) had 14% ($3.4 million, includes Philippines 
contracts), Europe and Near East (ENE) 4% ($0.9 million). The country of operations 
was not specified for 2% of the contracts ($0.6 million) 


The information resulting from this search has very strict limitations and cannot be 
considered an accurate description of PVO/NGO involvement in USAID’s 
environmental program. For a number of reasons described in the report text, the 
data obtained from CIMS in all likelihood contains only a minimal portion of the 
environmental contracts awarded to PVO/NGOs. The ICT system is also limited by 
the use of the Activity Code/Special Interest Code (AC/SI) system of describing 
project activities. Because of these restrictions, this report can best be considered a 
first attempt to define PYVO/NGO collaboration in the environment, with illustrative lists 
of the firms, the contracts, and the geographic distribution of these collaborative 
efforts. Better information will require a more thorough investigation of literature and 
personnel, both within USAID and the collaborating organizations. 


1.0 METHODOLOGY 
Tal Criteria for Inclusion 
1.11 ' Environmental Projects 


All USAID projects are described by a combination of Activity Codes and Special 
Interest (AC/SI) Codes. The AC/SI codes have two functions: (1) to describe the 
qualitative nature of the project (i.e., forestry, agriculture, etc.); and (2) to provide an 
estimate of the quantitative amount of funding level for each component of the 
project. -Activity Codes are comprehensive descriptors of all the project activities, 
while Special Interest Codes are used to describe special subject matter areas 
addressed within specific components. The AC/SI codes are used to track project 
activities and monetary obligations as accurately as possible. A.I.D. personnel are 
responsible for using these codes to represent specialized classes of activities on each 
project. 


Forestry, biodiversity, natural resource management, etc. are all subsets of the larger 
umbrella of “environment.” Hence, the definition of environment will be critical to 
determining the suitability of individual projects for inclusion in the database. For the 
purposes of this report, environmental projects are considered to be those which have 

any of the AC/SI codes that were determined by S&T/FENR and the Program and 
~ Policy Coordination (PPC) bureau of A.I.D. to be environmental in nature:

International Computers and Telecommunications of Rockville, MD recently completed 
a specialized database for USAID’s Science and Technology Bureau, Office for 
Forestry, Environment, and Natural Resources (S&T/FENR). It was summarized in 
ICT’s 1991 Summary Report of Environment Sector Activities, copies of which are on 
file at USDA’s Forestry Support Program. A detailed description of how the AC/SI 
coding system works can be found in the Appendix of the ICT report. This database 
contains information on all of USAID’s projects worldwide which have environmental 
components. 

As of October, 1991, there were 354 active projects identified as having 
environmental components on the basis of AC/SI coding on the ICT database. This 
set of projects is considered by A.I.D. to be the most comprehensive and accurate 
accounting of environmental activities Agency-wide. 


1.12 PVO/NGO Collaboration 


The purpose of this report is to examine the collaboration of Private Voluntary 
Organizations (PVOs) and Non-Governmental Organizations (NGOs) in the 
environmental sector. As there is no single source of readily-available information to 
determine such collaboration, it must be synthesized from existing data sources. The 
first step in doing this was to combine data from the ICT environmental projects 
database and the Contract Information Management System (CIMS) database of 
USAID’s Office of Procurement. This database tracks all A.I.D. contracts. 
Theoretically, combining these two sources should provide the most complete data 
set: the AC/SI codes in the ICT database identifies projects which are both 
environmental and have PVO collaboration, and the CIMS database IEE detailed 
information on contracts made to the individual PVO/NGOs. 


Within the ICT database, three SI codes are used to identify projects that have 
PVO/NGO collaboration: 


PVU_ -U.S.-based PVO/NGOs 
PVL_ - local PVO/NGOs based in the Satie: of operation 
PVO -PVO/NGOs other than those listed by PVU or PVL. 


Comparison to ICT Data: 


83 projects were identified from the ICT database that have at least one of the AC/SI 
codes which are environmental in nature and at least one of the above PVO/NGO 
codes (out of 354 total projects with environmental activities). A complete list of 
these projects is in Appendix C, Table C.1. The total environmental obligations for 
FY 1990 for these 83 projects were $81.4 million (out of $172.9 million total 


obligations). The total environmental obligation for all DERE ISLS in FY 1990 was $411 
million. 


The ICT final report also analyzed two important subsectors of the environment: 
forestry and biological diversity. For comparison purposes: 61 of these PVO/NGO 
projects also have forestry components (out of 173 forestry projects overall). Total 
forestry obligation in 1990 was $108 million. 34 projects have both biological 
diversity and PVO/NGO components (out of 126 total). Biodiversity funding in 1990 
was $58 million. A detailed listing of these projects can be found in Appendix C, 
Table C.1. Table 1 shows the breakdown of these projects by Bureau. 


In August 1991, S&T/FENR filed a formal request to the Office of Procurement for a 
search of the CIMS system to identify contracts with possible overlap of 
environmental and PVO/NGO components. This search was based on the 83 project 
numbers identified from the ICT database. As Procurement does not use AC/SI 
codes, the linking factor between the environmental database and the Procurement 
database was the project number. Thus, information was supplied through CIMS for 
each of the project numbers which have one of the PVO/NGO SI codes.

The data provided by CIMS show all recorded contract activities for each of the 
project numbers requested. The description field was then used to determine whether 
or not a particular contract had an environmental component. If so, it was included 
in the PVO/NGO database and in this report. 
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1.13 Limitations 


The data obtained from this search form the basis for the PVO/NGO Database. This 
represents the best information available at the time the report was made on this 
specific set of projects. It is by no means a complete list of A.I.D.’s environmental 
projects, nor of the contracts awarded to work on environmental activities. It can be 
considered a "snapshot" view of contracts awarded for collaborators to carry out 
work in the environmental sector under the somewhat narrow parameters described 
previously. ; 


A serious limitation on this system is that it relies exclusively on the AC/SI system to 
identify projects of interest. Out of 354 projects identified with some sort of 
environmental activity on the ICT database, it is reasonable to assume that there are 
more than 83 environmental projects that have PVO/NGO collaboration. Out of these 
83 project numbers requested, only 47 showed up in the CIMS report. Of these 47, 
26 had contracts which were clearly environmental in nature based on their 
description fields.' It must be assumed, therefore, that for one reason or another 
they were not adequately identified to be included in the CIMS system. The most 
likely reason is simply that the AC/SI codes are often not well understood by the 
personnel responsible for coding the projects. Problems in applying and interpreting 
these codes are common throughout A.I.D. and it should be expected that similar 
problems have occurred in this exercise. 


Equally important is the fact that the CIMS database is primarily an accounting system 
whereby contracts with A.I.D. are recorded. The project descriptions are often 
inadequate to determine whether or not there are environmental components. For this 
report the environmental portion was interpreted conservatively and only those 
contracts where the project description clearly defines activities in the environmental 
and natural resources management sectors have been included. 


Notwithstanding these factors, it is logical to assume that out of 83 projects — 
requested, there would be some sort of contracting activity on most, if not all of 

them. Why then did only 47 show up on the initial search? It is possible that some 
of the contracts are too recent to be recorded in the CIMS database. However, many 
of these projects were started in 1990 or earlier and should have some sort of 
contractual activity recorded. On the other hand, the Procurement database has 
recently been restructured. It is likely that some information did not transfer from the 


' Of the 47 total projects with contracts recorded in CIMS, only these 26 projects 
remain in the PVO/NGO database and are listed in detail in Appendix C.2.0. Of the 
26 projects with PVO codes, only 15 actually had contracts with awards to non- 
profit, non-government organizations. 


old system to the new. This may explain some of the gaps in information, as well as 
the small number of project numbers reported with environmental activities (26) 
compared to the number requested (83). Therefore, it is clear that this combination 
of searches as stated in section 1.12 is not adequate even to identify areas of 
PVO/NGO collaboration, much less to describe specific activities for the Agency as a 
whole. A more comprehensive report will require an in-depth review of the 
Procurement system operations, as well as cross-checking with other sources of 
information on PVO/NGO activities within USAID. 


Because the CIMS report includes all contract activity for the project, regardless of the 
firm’s organization type and economic sector, a substantial part of the information 
obtained is for non-PVO/NGO firms. Thus this report includes data on both PVO/NGO 
firms and non-PVO/NGO firms. The determining Criteria for project inclusion is 
whether or not it has both environmental and PVO AC/SI codes. The data on non- 
PVO/NGOs are included here as illustrative lists of the types and magnitudes of other 
Organizations working in the environmental arena. A more nearly complete analysis 
of such collaboration would require that a search be made on CIMS of all projects with 
environmental AC/SI codes. Appendix C (C.3.0 to C.5.0) contains lists of contract 
activities broken down by the economic sector and organization type of the firm, for 
all firms. 


The projects and collaborators identified through this exercise can only be considered 
a sample of the entire spectrum of PVO/NGO collaboration in the environment. It 
should be noted that there are 95 PVO firms registered with A.I.D. that are classified 
as conservation/environmental, according to the "Executive Contact List - U.S. and 
International Private & Voluntary Organizations Registered with A.I.D." (October 
1991). Since only 23 PVO/NGOs showed up in this exercise, there are many 
PVO/NGOs that are not represented. 


However, even with these limitations, it can provide valuable information, such as: (1) 
to identify key organizations and institutions involved in environmental projects, as 
well as the economic sector and financial makeup of the organizations (e.g. private 
sector, educational institutions, for-profit vs.non-profit, etc.); (2) size and scope of 
activities on the identified environmental project contracts; and (3) the geographic 
location of the contracts. 


It also confirms that, if more information concerning these activities is desired, a more 
exhaustive search is necessary. However, considering the limitations discovered, it 
is questionable how accurate these results would be. Retrieval and manipulation of 
this information is useful in monitoring and evaluation of such activities. Therefore, 
it is suggested that A.I.D. explore ways to make such a search easier and more valid. 


2.0 Data Summary and Interpretation 


Out of the 26 projects on the CIMS database with environmental contracts, a total of 
137 contracts clearly have an environmental component and are recorded in the 
PVO/NGO database. The total amount awarded to all of these contracts is $37.1 
million (for all firms) and $23.7 million for PVO/NGOs. These contracts have been 
awarded over the period 1983 to 1991, with the effective dates of operation startups 
from 1985 to 1991. 


This represents less than 10% of the total amount obligated to USAID environmental 
projects for this period. According to the 1991 ICT report to A.I.D., the total 
environmental obligation for 1990 alone was over $400 million. Because of the 
limitations of both the CIMS and the ICT databases outlined previously, it is 
reasonable to assume that more than $23 million was awarded to PVO/NGOs. 
Additionally, much of these environmental contracts were made to non-PVO/NGO 
firms that simply do not show up because of the limited scope of the original project 
search. Obviously, a great deal of the total environmental obligations, both for 
PVO/NGOs and non-PVO/NGOs, is simply unaccounted for by this search. 


2.1 Analysis of Contracting Firms 


54 different firms of all types were identified on CIMS as engaged in environmental 
contracts. Of these contractors, 32 are non-profit organizations. 91 Contracts were 
made to non-profit firms (both non-governmental and government affiliated) and 
account for $31.5 million (85%) of the total. Of this amount, $23.7 million was made 
to PVO/NGOs on 69 contracts. 46 contracts worth $5.7 million (15% of total) were 
made to 22 for-profit firms (see Figures 1 and 2). Tables C.3 to C.5 in Appendix C 
provide detailed lists of all the contractors identified in the CIMS search. Table 2 
provides a summary of the collaborators in the database.

| 2.11 Non-Profit vs. For-Profit Firms 


The PVO/NGOs are defined here as those firms that are both non-profit and are not 
government agencies. This can easily be determined from the for_profit field and the 
econ _sectr field of the CIMS database, respectively.? From Figure 1, it is seen that, 
of the $31.5 million in contract obligations made to non-profit organizations, $23.7 
million (64% of the total awards) went to 23 non-profit, non-government 
organizations. 


Four contracts actually have negative award amounts. These are adjustments and de- 
obligations made to previously awarded contracts. These account for only $31,000 
total, and are all made to for-profit firms. 


Tables C.3 to C.5 provide complete information on each firm and each contract. The 
largest firms in terms of both numbers of contracts and total awards are the 
PVO/NGOs. CARE leads the field with 16 contracts worth $3.6 million. The Pan 
American Development Foundation received almost as much ($3.4 million) on only 
two contracts. Other PVO/NGOs with large awards are World Resources Institute 
($2.9 million from 11 contracts) and World Wildlife Fund ($2.8 million from eight 
contracts). Public universities also had significant awards, although they are not 
considered PVO/NGOs. The University of Rhode Island had $3.1 million in awards 
from seven contracts. The for-profit firms are only marginally represented in this 
database. Energy Development International has the greatest total awards, $0.98 
million for two contracts. 


2.12 Economic Sectors 


Economic sector refers to the nature of the firm’s ownership and financial makeup, 
e.g. whether public or private. As seen in Figure 2, The vast majority (78%) of the 
firms working on the environmental contracts are in the private sector. These include 
both for-profit and non-profit private firms and individuals, U.S. and overseas-based. 
16% of the total contract awards are in state and local (U.S.) government 
organizations. These are all colleges and universities. The U.S. federal government 
accounts for 5% of the total of all awards, with contracts through U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, Office of International Cooperation and Development (OICD/USDA), the 
Environmental Protection Agency, and Peace Corps. Only one firm is in the 
International Public Sector (the International Agriculture Development Services), with 
1% of the total amount to environmental contracts. Tables C.3 to C.5 in Appendix 
C give a complete breakdown of firms by economic sector.

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2.13 Organization Types 


Figures 3 and 4 show contractors by their business organization types. Figure 3 
represents all firms in the PVO/NGO Database, while Figure 4 contains only the 
PVO/NGO firms. These organization type categories conform to those defined by the 
CIMS form (see Appendix D for codings). Volunteer organizations are the largest 
single organization type, with 36% of the total environmental contract awards. Note 
that "volunteer organizations" overlaps substantially with, and can be considered a 
subset of, "non-profit organizations" if it is assumed that volunteer organizations are 
not in business to make a profit. However, non-profit organizations will also include 
elements from the universities, research organizations, foundations, individuals, and 
other business organizations. Corporations and universities/colleges are the next 
largest contractors, followed by research organizations and foundations. Historically 
black colleges and universities (HBCU) and individuals account for a total of 4% of the 
environmental contract awards. All other business organizations account for 9% of 
the total. More detailed information on the organization types of individual firms is 
~ found in the lists in Appendix C. 


2.2 Geographic Analysis 


The environmental contracts are being implemented in 32 geographical units (e.g., 
countries or groups of countries) and/or administrative units (the centrally funded 
offices of A.I.D.). This is recorded in the country_op (country of operation) field in the 
database. This determination is made on a contract-by-contract basis. The result is 
that several project numbers in CIMS have contracts operating in more than one 
country even though, in the ICT database, each project is classified as operating in 
Only one country. 


The four geographical regions are: Africa, Asia, Latin America and the Caribbean, and 
the Near East.* Projects (and contracts) that are funded and implemented through the 
central bureaus and offices of USAID/Washington are grouped together under Central 
funding. The Central category also includes contracts that are being implemented in 
a number of countries in different regions simultaneously. On three contracts worth 
$740,000 (2% of the total awards), the country of operation is not identified. 


3. These groupings correspond to the four regional bureaus of A.I.D. in use in 
1991 (Africa, Asia and Private Enterprise, Latin America and the Caribbean, and 
Europe and the Near East), with the centrally funded bureaus comprising the fifth 
division. One exception is that projects in the Philippines are in the Asia region for 
this report, while this country was put into the Europe and Near East Bureau during 
1991.

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A summary of regional environmental contract awards is in Figures 5 and 6. Figure 
5 shows the awards for all firms in the database, while Figure 6 is restricted to 
PVO/NGOs. A more detailed analysis of the regions and countries of Cea is 
presented in Table C.6 and Figures C.1 to C.3 in Appendix C. 


Contracts through the Central offices account for 36% of all of the environmental 
contract awards (for all types of firms). Africa has 31% of the total, LAC 15%, Asia 
11%. The Near East countries of Pakistan and Afghanistan account for 3% of the 
- total. 


‘When only the PVO/NGO firms are considered, Africa accounts for 33% of the total, 
Central Bureaus 28%, LAC 19%, Asia 14%, and Near East 4%. Unknowns are 2% 
of the total. 


Countries Analysis 


Table C.6 and Figures C.1 to C.3 give a detailed breakdown of total contract awards 
by geographic distribution, for all firms and for PYVO/NGOs only. Haiti is the single 
largest country for PVO/NGO environmental awards, with $4.2 million. However, this 
comes from only three relatively large contracts. The Food and Voluntary Assistance 
Bureau, by contrast, has 17 contracts worth $4.13 million made to six different 
PVO/NGOs. Africa Regional awards are worth $4.8 million, out of seven contracts 
to four PVO/NGOs. The average contract award is $173,000, with a range from $ 
O (where funds were earmarked, but never awarded) to $1,985,500, made to the Pan 
American Development Foundation in Haiti. 


The average number of PVO/NGO contracts awarded per country (or administrative 
unit) is a littke over four. Food and Voluntary Assistance again leads in number of 
contracts, with 17. Eight countries/units have only one contract awarded; of these, 
two (Afghanistan and S&T/Energy) are made to PVO/NGOs. 


FY 90 Obligations Comparison 


Table 3 is an attempt to compare funding levels by Bureau for a single fiscal year, 
1990. Fiscal year 1990 is used as the basis of comparison because that is the most 
reliably updated year in the CIMS database. Column 2 lists the total environmental 
obligations for fiscal year 1990, as reported in the 1991 ICT Summary Report, while 
the third and fourth columns show the total environmental obligations to contracts 
made in 1990 in the PVO/NGO Database, and the totals for PVO/NGO firms 
implementing environmental contracts, respectively.

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From Table 3, it is clear that the totals reported in the PVO/NGO Database are far 
short of the total environmental obligations derived from the AC/SI coding system. 
One extremely limiting factor in the above comparison is that the totals from the 
PVO/NGO Database reflect only the amounts awarded to contracts in FY 1990 for 
multi-year contracts, while the ICT database uses single-year fiscal obligations. This 
ignores all the other contracts made to the project in other fiscal years that are in the 
database. 


Of course, the PVO/NGO Database does not examine all environmental contracts in 
CIMS, only those with a PVO/NGO component. As seen in Table 3, environmental 
contracts awarded to PVO/NGOs in 1990 account for only $10 million of the $411 
million obligated for environmental activities in 1990. This further illustrates the 
profound limitations of using this system. At the same time, it also serves a useful 
function in indicating which geographical regions may have significant PVO/NGO 
collaboration. Clearly, there is relatively more PVO/NGO activity in the LAC Bureau 
and the Central offices on the basis of the PVO/NGO Database.

Contract information in this system has been updated only through early 1991, so 
1990 is used as the base year for this report. Information is provided for both the 
fiscal year (FY) in which the contract money was obligated and the effective date on 
which project activities are scheduled to begin. Since FY does not necessarily 
correspond to the start-up year, there is not much correlation between the two dates. 


Additionally, the ear_awd refers to the total contract obligation throughout the project 
life. This differs from the method in which project obligations are reported. For 
example, in the ICT report, these figures are fiscal year obligations for the one 
particular year they are obligated, regardless of when the amount is spent. The total 
obligation for the life of the project is then the sum of.all the fiscal year obligations. 
Thus, no direct comparison can be made between FY contractual awards and FY 
project obligations from Congress. 


However, Table C.1 in Appendix C gives a more detailed breakdown of project 
obligations. It compares the Life of Project obligations from the ICT database to the 
total PYVO/NGO contractual obligations in the PVO/NGO Database. Since both of 
_ these variables are based on awards or obligations made over the life of the project, 
this is a more direct comparison. As has been seen throughout this report, the total 
PVO/NGO awards for any given project are only a small percentage of the overall 
environmental obligations.

USING THE PVO/NGO DATABASE 





INTRODUCTION TO THE PVO/NGO DATABASE 


The PVO/NGO database contains data provided by the USAID Office of Procurement. 
In August, 1991 USAID’s S&T/FENR office requested a listing of environmental 
projects which may involve collaboration by PVO/NGOs. The AID system of Activity 
Codes/Special Interest Codes (AC/SI) provided the determining criteria for producing 
this list. A detailed description of how this coding system works may be found in the 
1991 Summary Report produced by International Computers and Telecommunications 
(ICT) for a now lapsed contract for S&T/FENR. This listing contains projects 
previously identified by ICT as "core" projects having at least one of the AC/SI codes 
which are environmental in nature and at least one of the following PVO codes: 


PVU - U.S.-based PVO/NGOs 
PVL - local PVO/NGOs based in the country of operation 
PVO - PVO/NGOs other than those listed by PVU or PVL. 


This listing was delivered to ICT in the form of a "hard copy." A copy of this 
information was not available in a computer media therefore requiring this information 
to be entered manually for this project. 


How data were entered: 


The database consists of 29 fields (see attached copy for field names), each of which 
corresponds to a field from the Procurement Office Contract Information Management 
Systems (CIMS) form. Each record represents one contract (or amendment to an 
existing contract). Theoretically, each record should have information in each of these 
fields. In reality, however, information is missing from many fields. Therefore, the 
information entered into these fields is only as current and as accurate as what was 
provided by the Procurement Office. 


The first part of this database set up was merely to transfer data from the hard copy 
provided by Procurement to a DBase Ill + database management system. Even though 
all of these projects were identified as having some environmental component and 
PVO collaboration using the AC/SI codes, there are many contracts which are neither 
environmental in scope nor performed by non-profit organizations. Whether or not the 
contractor is non-profit is simple to ascertain from the FOR_PROFIT field. Determining 
whether or not the activities performed are environmental is more subjective. The 
project description (DESC memo field) is the best way to make a judgment of these 
activities. A "Y" in the ENV field shows that the project appears to be environmental, 
while an "N" shows it is not environmental. A "?" indicates that the project 
description is too vague to judge whether or not the project is environmental or not 
but that there may be some environmental activity. 


Funding amounts are located in the EAR_AMT, EAR_AWD, EAR_UNAWD, AIDFUND, 
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and the NONFED fields. The EAR_AWD is the amount of money actually awarded, 
and thus will be of the most interest for this project. 


How data can be retrieved: 


Users of this database must have an IBM compatible computer with the popular DBase 
lll+ software program. To install the programs and database files on your hard disk 
you must follow these steps: 


(1) Insert the diskette and make it active (simply type A: and press the Enter 
key - or B: depending on what drive you insert the disk into. ° 


(2) Type INSTALL. This will install the system and database files onto your 
hard disk. 


To view, manipulate or print any part of the database you use the established reports 
printout program or access the database directly through DBASE III Plus. To use the 
reports printout program simply enter PVO at the C:. A menu will appear that will 
allow you to printout a Firms Report that lists the firms based on whether or not they 
are Non-Profit. You will also have the opportunity to printout the information by 
Region. The final option is to printout all information about all projects. 


If you would prefer to use DBASE III Plus to manipulate the data in a specific manner 
than you would need to follow these instructions: 


(1) at C:\, type CD\DBASE\PVO 
(2) type DBASE to enter the dBase III Plus program 


(3) the DBase logo will appear, followed by a dot prompt (.). At the dot 
prompt type USE PVONGO, this allows the user to view,-. edit, and 
otherwise manipulate the data. By typing BROWSE at the dot prompt, 
one can scroll through all of the fields for all of the records (except the 
memo fields). By typing EDIT at the dot prompt, the fields will be 
displayed in a full-screen format for easier viewing and editing. The 
memo field for the project description can be accessed from this mode 
by simultaneously pressing the Ctrl and Home keys. To return to the 
main screen, press Ctrl and End. Each record contains information on 
one contract action. 


APPENDIX B 


DESCRIPTION OF FIELDS IN THE DATABASE 





DESCRIPTION OF FIELDS IN THE PVO/NGO DATABASE 


(1) PROJNO : Project Number. This corresponds to the seven-to-nine digit codes 
used throughout USAID. The first three digits are country/region codes, the next four 
specify the project, and the last two digits (if any) indicate whether or not it is a 
subproject. For the purposes of this exercise, it is assumed that the project numbers 
in this field correspond directly to the project numbers in the ICT Main project 
Database, i.e., that the contract is carried out on the project indicated in this field. 
For the most part, this is true, but it is not always necessarily so. There may be 
instances when contracts are made for a specific project and later moneys are 
allocated under the same project funding, but to a different project in implementation. 
In these cases, the project description is the best indication of whether or not it is 
environmental in nature. 


(2) AWARDNO : Award Number. Indicates the specific award Sea) as recorded by 
the Office of Procurement. 


(3) PIO_TNO : PIO/T Number (Project Implementation Order/Technical Services). 
(4) FIRM : Implementing Firm. 

(5) ADDRESS1 : Address of Implementing Firm. 

(6) ADDRESS2 : Address of Implementing Firm. 

(7) CITY : Implementing Firm. 

(8) STATE : If U.S.-based implementing firm. 

(9) ZIP : If U.S.-based implementing firm. 

(10) COUNTRY : Home country of implementing firm. 

(11) COUNTRY_OP : Country of contract operations. This is generally, but not 
always, the country where the USAID mission is located. An exception to this” is 
Afghanistan, where the base is in Pakistan. 


(12) REGION : Region/Bureau of operation. 


(13) DESC : This is a memo field containing a brief description of the contract 
activities, as provided on the Office of Procurement printout. 


(14) INST : No information is in this field. 


(15) OFF_TITLE : The title of the office within the Mission/Bureau overseeing the 
contract implementation. 


(16) PROJ_OFF : The A.1.D. officer supervising the project. 

(17) FY : Fiscal Year in which the contract is awarded. 

(18) EFF_DATE : Effective Date on which contract activities are to begin. 

(19) COMP_DATE : Date by which contract activities are to be completed. Note that 
the effective dates and completion dates do not always reflect actual dates when the 
contract is carried out, due to unforeseen changes taking place between the planning 
and the actual implementation. 

(20) ORG_TYPE : Organization type. This indicates what type of business the 
contracting firm is engaged in (e.g., corporation, university, etc.). A list of the codes 


used here can be found on page 4 of the CIMS form. 


(21) ECON_SECTR : Economic sector of the contracting firm (private, government, 
etc.). See the CIMS form for codes. 


(22) US_ORIG : Indicates whether the contracting firm is U.S.-owned or not. 

(23) FOR_PROFIT : Indicates whether or not the firm is non-profit. 

(24) EAR_AMT : Amount of money earmarked for the contract. 

(25) EAR_AWD : Amount of money from the earmark that is actually awarded to the 
contract. It is this figure which is used in calculating amounts spent on environmental 
contracts. 

(26) EAR_UNAWD : Amount of money from the earmark that is not awarded to the 
contracting firm. Theoretically, this amount is the difference between the earmark 
amount and the earmark award. 


(27) AIDFUND : Amount of A.I.D. funds obligated for this particular contract. 


(28) NONFED : Nonfederal funds contributed from other sources. These figures are 
not used in calculating environmental contract amounts. 


(29) FUNDTYPE : Indicates the currency type of the award. All of the projects in this 
report are funded in U.S. dollars. 


(30) ENV : This field is used to reflect whether or not the project activities are 


environmental in nature. This is a somewhat subjective decision based on the 
orientation of the project as a whole and the description given in the DESC field.
